The future procedure contemplated by the Department of Justice is as follows: 

1 The Appendix A and Appendix B material will be delivered personally by 
l * B^he Marshall on Sunday or Monday. Harold Reis of the > Depa^ of 
Justice will inform Dr. Rhode, when Mr. Marshall is to arrive, and 
Dr. Rhodes will meet or arrange to have Messrs. Marsha m 

at the Archives. Mr. Marshall wishes to inspect personaUy the sp 
places where the Appendix A and Appendix o materials w 
since be feels that Senator Robert Kennedy wants his personal assuranc 
that the depositories will not be available to the general public or 
employees of NARS. . 
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At the iune time. Dr. Rhode, will make arrangement, to have the pro- 
po.ed letter of gift delivered to you for your signature. 

Harold Reic feels that .tep. must be taken right a^ay to obtain authentl- 
cation of the Appendix A and Appendix B materials. This e ^ oul f be d ^ e 
by the pathologists who performed the autopsy and who » are identified in 
tie Warren Commi..ion records. 1 suggest that Dr. Rhode, deal with 
Mr Reis on this point. It is possible that color photographs taken during 
the*autVpsy have not yet been developed; in that case, the authentication 
must extend to the development as well as to the photographs. themselves. 

The vesting order for other materials designated by the Attorney General 
will be published in the Federal Register on Tuesday. At least at that 
time we must be prepared for press inquiries respecting whetner the 
Vesting order includes the Appendix A and Appendix B materials. Assuming 
the letter of gift is signed, the vesting order will not include those materials, 
but It is clear that there should be agreement between G3A and the D part- 
ment of Justice with respect to the method in which any of these facts, 
including the terms of the gift itself, may be made public. If you wish, I 
will take responsibility for dealing with Mr. Reis in this matter. 

Under the letter of gift, GSA is authorized to take photographs of the 
Aopendix A and Appendix B materials, and in many circumstances only 
these photographs will be made available to inquirers. If there is to be 
disced m point 4 tbov,. I .hould thhtfc thot GSA 
should begin promptly to prepare the photographs which it will make . vr li- 
able. since I would anticipate that there may be requests for them. 1 
suggest that NAZIS take responsibility fer this matter. .. 

b. also seems desirable to me that we begin promptly to prepare a written 
statement of rules to guide NAKS in executing your responsibilities under 
the letter of gift. If you wish, I will assume responsibility for working 
with NARS and coordinating with the Department of Justice in this matter.
